WHAT  THE  CALIFORNIA  BUNGALOW  COMPANY 

DOES 

The  California  Bungalow  Company  designs  and 
plans  houses;  cuts  and  prepares  the  material  for  these 
houses  by  machinery  accurately  and  exactly  at  the  fac- 
tory, and  promptly  delivers  this  prepared  material  f.o.b. 
anywhere,  or  to  the  contractor  or  owner  on  the  building 
site.      So  systematically  packed  is  this  material,  so  defi- 


nitely arranged  and  marked,  and  accompanied  with  in- 
structions so  clear  that  with  these  and  our  "READY- 
CUT"  material  the  house  can  be  completed  in  the  short- 
est possible  time  and  at  very  much  lower  price  than 
would  be  possible  if  the  material  is  cut  by  hand. 

READY-CUT   AND   FACTORY-BUILT   HOUSES 

Although  we  are  specializing  in  furnishing  "READY- 
CUT"  materials  for  building,  yet,  under  special  condi- 
tions, there  is  a  further  economy  in  building  the  smaller 
models  in  sections  at  the  mill  and  shipping  them  in  easily 
assembled  units,  properly  marked  and  tagged,  which  can 
be  quickly  bolted  or  nailed  together  on  the  building  site 
by  any  man  handy  with  tools.  This  method  is  especially 
desirable  where  labor  is  scarce  or  unreasonably  high;  also 
where  a  house  of  portable  nature  is  desired. 

Lest  there  be  confusion  in  regard  to  these  two  methods, 
we  append  the  following  summary: 

READY-CUT 

Means  cut  to  length  and  shape.  Permanent  con- 
struction. 

Girders,  plates,  joists,  studs,  headers,  sheathing,  floor- 
ing cut  to  exact  length  ready  for  nailing.  Properly 
tagged. 

Rafters  notched  and  cut  to  length  and  finished  bevels. 
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Siding  cut  to  length  and  mitered,  unless  corner  boards 
are  used. 

All  outside  finishing  boards  cut  and  mitered,  except 
where  necessary  to  have  extra  stock  for  special  fitting. 
All  porch  columns,  steps,  balusters  are  cut  ready  for  as- 
sembling. All  window  and  door  frames  and  casings  cut 
to  fit. 

Inside  mouldings  and  base  left  a  little  long  for  accurate 
fitting. 

Each  door  mortised  for  lock  and  gained  for  hinges. 

All  windows  fitted  and  ready  for  hardware. 

All  built-in  cupboards,  bookcases,  desks,  cabinets, 
linen  closets,  drawers,  buttresses,  columns,  and  any  other 
special  cabinet  work  is  cut,  fitted  and  sent  knocked  down. 

All  nails,  hardware,  roofing,  paints,  stains  are  furnished 
in  sufficient  quantities  to  comply  with  the  specifications. 

All  material  is  bundled  and  PLAINLY  MARKED 
AND  TAGGED  for  easy  identification  by  means  of  plans, 
special  details  and  specifications  which  clearly  indicate  the 
location  of  each  piece  of  material  furnished. 

If  purchaser  wishes,  an  expert  foreman  will  be  pro- 
vided at  a  charge  sufficient  to  cover  his  wages  and  ex- 
penses within  a  radius  of  300  miles  of  Los  Angeles. 
Local  labor  under  his  direction  can  much  more  economi- 
cally erect  the  house. 


The  average  "READY-CUT"  house  of  six  rooms  can 
be  built  by  a  good  crew  of  carpenters  in  ten  working 
days.  The  time  necessary  for  the  plaster  to  dry  for  the 
finish  must  be  added  to  this  period. 

FACTORY-BUILT 

Means  house  assembled  at  factory  in  sections,  then 
knocked  down  to  be  reassembled  on  the  job.  Sections 
may  be  nailed  or  screwed  together.  If  screwed,  they 
may  be  taken  apart  and  moved  again. 

All  material  is  sent  in  proper  lengths. 

Flooring  is  nailed  to  joists  ready  to  put  in  position. 

Sides  and  partitions  are  in  sections  ready  to  be  assem- 
bled. Windows  and  doors  are  fitted,  but  are  crated 
separately. 

All  staining,  or  priming  coat  for  painting,  is  applied 
at  the  mill.      Material  for  painting  is  sent  with  house. 

All  built-in  cabinet  work  is  completely  assembled  and 
securely  fastened  together  ready  for  installation. 

All  sections  marked  for  identification  by  plans  and 
details. 

The  services  of  a  foreman  will  be  furnished  (within 
reasonable  distance)  with  no  other  cost  than  expenses 
for  carfare,  room  and  board,  owner  supplying  all  neces- 
sary local  labor  to  erect  the  house. 

A  four-room  house  of  the  "Factory-Built"  type  can  be 
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assembled  in  two  days  by  ordinarily  efficient  labor,  di- 
rected by  one  of  our  expert  foremen. 

All  our  houses  are  built  of  high  grade  lumber,  as  we 
find  it  is  no  economy  to  use  poor  material.  And  with 
our  facilities  we  are  able  to  give  the  quality  without  being 
forced  to  exact  an  exorbitant  price. 

It  is  essential  for  proper  assembly  that  the  floor  of  the 
building  shall  be  laid  perfectly  level. 

CONTRACTOR  OR  OWNER 
The  ordinary  contractor  must  buy  material  for  each 
job  as  he  takes  the  contract.  Therefore  he  must  pay 
the  highest  price  for  both  labor  and  material.  His  men 
may  have  to  be  laid  off  at  the  close  of  each  contract,  and 
he  must  trust  to  luck  to  get  steady  men  and  efficient  me- 
chanics on  a  new  job.  He  works  under  great  disad- 
vantages, and  is  not  to  blame  if  his  prices  seem  exorb- 
itant. He  has  no  stock  of  material;  he  must  protect  him- 
self against  a  possible  rise  in  cost,  and  he  must  cut  his 
lumber  by  the  SLOW  AND  WASTEFUL  HAND 
METHOD,  thereby  dealing  with  the  very  uncertain  per- 
sonal equation  of  the  casual  carpenter.  It  is  impossible 
for  him  under  such  handicaps  to  compete  successfully 
with  MACHINERY,  SYSTEM  and  STANDARDIZA- 
TION. There  is  greater  economy  for  him  and  for  the 
owner  if  the  materials  are  bought  "READY-CUT,"  ac- 
cording to  the  system  so  successfully  employed   by  the 


California  Bungalow  Company.  Our  ability  to  buy  all 
materials  in  large  quantities  at  the  source,  and  do  all 
the  cutting  for  the  complete  house  in  our  specially 
equipped  mill  and  factory  enables  v.s  to  save  money  for 
either  contractor  or  owner  in  any  tyne  of  the  usual  wood- 
en building. 

We  are  glad  to  CO-OPERATE  WITH  CONTRAC- 
TORS in  any  locality,  and  we  can  quickly  convince  them 
that  they  can  buy  better  materials  at  a  more  reasonable 
price  under  our  system  than  from  any  lumber  yard,  and 
with  the  elimination  of  the  waste  pile  and  the  slow  prog- 
ress and  costly  errors  of  the  hand-cutting  system,  they 
will  find  that  their  labor  item  will  cease  to  be  a  source 
of  irritation  and  gray  hairs.  Also  they  will  no  longer 
need  to  add  their  TEN  PER  CENT  FOR  CONTINGEN- 
CIES, but  will  be  able  to  figure  their  cost  with  absolute 
accuracy. 

As  for  the  owner,  whether  he  has  the  house  erected 
completely  by  us,  or  buys  the  "READY-CUT"  materials 
and  contracts  locally  for  his  labor,  he  is,  through  our 
plans  and  instructions,  educated  in  the  art  of  building. 
He  will  also  be  able  to  save  time,  money  and  worry  by 
our  method.  His  bugbear  of  extras  will  be  eliminated,' 
and  he  will  be  able  to  know  in  advance  JUST  HOW 
MUCH  his  building  will  cost.  The  time  saved  in  the 
erection  will  be  of  further  value,  whether  he  builds  for 
a  home  or  for  rental  purposes. 
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PLANS 

We  maintain  a  DESIGNING  DEPARTMENT  superin- 
tended by  a  specialist,  who  created  some  of  the  most 
beautiful  homes  in  Southern  California,  and  his  taste  in 
residence  architecture  is  unquestioned. 

The  models  presented  have  been  selected  after  the 
most  careful  and  judicious  study  as  more  nearly  meeting 
the  average  demand  and  best  calculated  to  produce  ele- 
gance and  comfort,  yet  maintaining  economy  with  the 
best  artistic  effect.

obsolescent  method.  Moreover,  in  houses  of  higher  qual- 
ity it  is  customary  to  have  the  superintendence  of  the 
architect.  His  fee  is  a  considerable  item,  but  is  not  nec- 
essary under  our  system. 

We  make  a  charge  of  $5.00  for  each  pencil  sketch  of 
a  floor  plan,  six  rooms  or  less,  and  add  a  dollar  for  each 
additional  room. 

For  complete  plans  and  specifications  we  charge 
$35.00  for  six  rooms  or  less  and  an  additional  charge 
cf  $5.00  for  each  extra  room.  If  materials  are  purchased 
from  us,  all  amounts  paid  for  sketch  or  plans  will  be  re- 
bated and  the  DRAWINGS  FURNISHED  FREE.

For  deliveries  locally  and  to  near-by  cities  on  the  good 
roads  system,  we  use  our  fleet  of  specially  built  trucks, 
thereby  saving  both  money  and  time  to  the  purchaser. 
Where  time  is  an  important  factor  and  the  purchaser  is 
willing  to  pay  the  slight  added  cost  we  will  make  these 
truck  deliveries  over  a  more  extended  radius.  Where
